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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The applicant's amendment includes limitations that were not present at the time of the final rejection and 
require further search and consideration. The newly added limitations of the dense logic device having "substatially equal" access to the 
memory resources and the memory controller being bi-directionally coupled to the adapter port can be found at least at the proposed 
amendment to all of the independent claims and dependent claim 2. The applicant's remarks have been fully considered, but are not 
persuasive. Computers with modem cards or network interface cards are ubiquitous and it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to add one to a system in order to connect to the Internet. O'Sullivan teaches these devices can be installed in any available slot, 
including memory expansion slots. It would be reasonable to expect success from the combination because O'Sullivan explicitly teaches 
the adapter can be coupled to an available memory module slot (see lines 15-25 of column 7). In response to applicant's argument that 
the cited references fails to teach a dense logic device having a "substantially equal" access to memory resources, this limitation was not 
in the claims at the time of the final rejection.. 
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
